GENERAL

1. The UN Secgurity Council early this mornlng
approved & joint US«Soviet peace resolution. The
resolution provides for a cease-fire in place later
today, but leaves to further negotiations the prob-

lems of enforcing the truce and defining ulttmate
boundarles. :

2. In mllatary develupmcnts no major ground
action was reported durlng the night on .=ither front,
with forces remaining ia much the same positions
held yesterday. During the night the Israeli navy
raided along Egypt's Mediterranean coastline. The

Israeli air force st actxve over both fronts thls
morning, - .

3. The UN becurity Council early this morning
approved a cease~fire resorutxon calling for.

5.' Tho text of the resolution was cabled to
Israel, - Egypt, Syria, and other combatants. The
Israell ‘government cndorsed the resolution with -
the gualification that eithdrawal he subject to re-
placement of the 1967 cease~fire lines with secure
and recognized boundariés defined in a peace treaty
with the Arabs. Israel also specified an immcdiate
return of all prisoners of war. CEgypt has indicated
that it does not recognize these conditions. Israell
officials will confer today with Secretary Kissinger

Moscow. ‘

6.» Egypt has taken the resolution under study
and indicated that it will make a statement somcetime
today. Foreaign Minister Zayyat made no suggestion
in the Council meeting that the resolution would be,

12. No major action was reported during the
night with ground fighting, according to Israeli
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gpokesnen, limited to artillery exchanges. Israoli
naval craft raided along the Egyptian coastlinc last
evening and the air force was active over Egypt.

13. Israeli positions on the west bank of the
canal remain much as they were two days ago. In
yesterday's fighting, the Isrxaelis claim to have
rebuffed an Egyptian force rattacking north frowm the
vicinlty of Suez City. The Isracli counter-attack
reportedly gaincd some ground ta Lhe vicinity of
Junayfali. The major ‘action yesterday apparantly
took place on the east bank, with the Israelis fighting

. Egyptian foxces threatening their bridgeliead south

of Ismailia,: .

14. . The Israelis say the territory thoy hold
on the west bank extends inland xoughly 13 miles
from the canal with a width of about 30 miles. This
enclave . is not completely secured and Egyptian forces
by-passed in earlier thrusts remain within the tere
ritory. The KEgyptians assert that the Israelis are
limited to an enclave of about three to four miles
from their bridgchead .around Deversolr, wita some

penetrations extending out to a distance of saven
. miles, - Beocause Oof the mobile warfare fought in this

area, whare occupation of territory was not a prime

* concern, much of the area is still contested and

demarcation batween opposing forces in unclear.

15. On the east bank, the Israelis conceded
Egyptian .gains of about five to $ix miles beyond -
the canal, with the Israelis holding a bridgehead

‘in the central sector between the Great Bitter Lake

and Ismailia.' '
